Friction in 
Viet Nam Is 
Way of Life

AP) — Friction is a constant, a 
yay of life, in the politics of 
south Viet Nam.

.heir allies in Viet Nam's frus- 
;rating war are keeping their 
'ingers crossed. They pin their 
lopes on an odd sort of stability 
which has marked the rule of 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky and 
the 10 men associated with him 
in the ruling military junta. 


Here the word "stability." as 


so many other words, is a rela- 
tive term. At the moment, on 
the surface, the position of the 
flamboyant young air vice-mar- 
shal who runs the show seems 
fairly secure. 


Will it last? The history of 


Saigon governments since Pres- 
ident Ngo Dinh Diem was over- 
thrown three years ago has 
been one of coup, countercoup, 
plots and confusion. 


The answer seems to be this: 


The Ky regime will last as long 
as the generals in the junta, 
"the national leadership com- 
mittee," remain on his side. 


Two members of the junta 


will be watched for signs poin- 
ting one way or another. 


Lt. Gen. Nguyen Huu Co, who 


is considered a capable military 
officer, has suffered from wide- 
spread rumors, and there are 
reports that he has aroused the 
anger of Americans here. He 
may be marked for oblivion. He 
is believed to have the loyalty of 
a: group of influential military 
men. 
Any attempt to oust him 


from the junta could provoke 
crisis.

being watched is Lt. Gen. Dang 
Van Quang. He commands the 
4th Corps in the Mekong delta, 
where half of South Viet Nam's 
population lives. Quang has, in 
the past, opposed the introduc-

Since Americans have taken

Army men 
are less unhappy because the 
290,000 regulars in many areas 
now do little more than rear- 
guard duty behind the Ameri- 
cans and are less subject to bat- 
tle casualties.

Kennedy has turned over to the 
National Archives pictures tak- 
en in connection with the autop- 
sy performed after his assassi- 
nation — pictures that doctors 
say add nothing to evidence al- 
ready on record. 


The 65 pictures and X-rays, 


which were not examined by the 
Warren Commission during its 
investigation, were presented to 
the archives under conditions 
which virtually preclude public 
viewing 
of 
them 
for 
many 


years. 


A Justice Department spokes- 


man said Tuesday night the de- 
partment had asked for the 14 
X-rays, 25 black-and-white neg- 
atives 
and 
26 color trans- 


parencies to complete the gov- 
ernment's collection of assassi- 
nation material for the histori- 
cal record. 


The 
two Navy pathologists 


who performed the autopsy the 
night after Kennedy was shot 
said in interviews Tuesday night 
the X-rays and pictures merely 
back up testimony they gave the 
commission. And one of them 
said the photographs were in- 
tended for use in the trial of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, named by the 
commission as Kennedy's as- 
sassin. 


"These photos are nothing 


more than supportive evidence 
for information we presented to 
the Warren Commission," said 
Cmdr. J. Thornton Boswell, who 
assisted Cmdr. James J. Humes 
in the autopsy, "All they would 
do would be to document what 
we discussed. I am sure the 
photographs would corroborate 
our testimony." 


Boswell added: "They were 


medical-legal photographs tak- 
en for presentation in court at 
the Oswald trial. Oswald was 
still alive at the time of the au- 
topsy." 


Kennedy was assassinated in 


Dallas, Tex., Nov. 22, 1963. Two 
diys later, Oswald was shot and 
killed by Jack Ruby in a corri- 
dor of the Dallas jail.

Serum hepatitis is trans- 


mitted by the blood serum of 
a person who has had the 
disease. Many persons have 
a mild attack that goes un- 
diagnosed or is thought to 
have been a mild case of in- 
fluenza. 
If such a person 


gives blood to a blood bank 
there is no way to detect the 
virus. If its presence is sus- 
pected there is no way to re- 
move it without destroying 
the blood. For this reason 
transfusions are becoming an 
ever-increasing cause of hep- 
atitis. 


In the early stages of viral 


hepatitis the victim complains 
of abdominal pain, vomiting,

Grazing of the Sorgum family- 


Avoid grazing frosted sudans, 
Freezing causes prussic acid to 
be released quickly from the gluo- 
side form in sorghum, sudan or 
Johnsongrass. This makes frost- 
ed grasses of the sorghum fam- 
ily very dangerous until 
they 


begin to dry out. Sudan and 
Johnsongrass are less dangerous 
because they contain only about 
two-fifths as much prussic acid 
as sorghum. There is nore dan- 
ger from second growth and stunt- 
ed sorghum grasses at frost time 
because they are small and con- 
sist largely of leaves which are 
high in prussic acid. The prus- 
sic acid content of sorghum hay 
and fodder decreases during cur- 
ing and escapes in silage In gas- 
eous form while it is being fed 
so that they can usually be fed 
with safety.

Armadillos -Armadillos seem 


to be increasing in this area and 
have done some damage to pro- 
perty such as flower beds and 
lawns. 
It is not recommended 


that armadillos be killed need- 
lessly as their feeding habits are 
mainly beneficial under normal 
conditions. They feed primarily 
on ants, grasshoppers, crickets, 
beetles, cutworms, caterpillars, 
spiders and earthworms.

Lice and Tick Control on Cat- 


tle - Be prepared to control 
lice and winter ticks this winter 
when cattle are brought in a- 
round barns for feeding. From 
November to January apply an 
insecticide as lice or winter ticks 
are observed. The recommended 
materials to use are: Toxaphene, 
Ronnel, 
Ruelene, 
Co-Ral, or 


Malathion. 
Any of these mat- 


erials will normally do the job 
in one application with the ex- 
ception of Toxaphene which may 
need to be applied twice at 10 
to 14 days apart.

an historic child-custody case. 
At the moment under an Iowa 
Supreme Court ruling, he is 
being cared for by his grand- 
parents, Dwlght and Margaret 
Bannister of Ames, Iowa, but 
his father, Harold W. Painter of 
Brookdale, Calif,, has asked the 
Supreme Court to clear the way 
for the boy's return. 


Mark's 
mother and younger 


sister were killed in an auto 
crash in 1962. Painter left the 
boy with the Bannisters the next 
summer. After remarrying in 
November 1964 he began a court 
fight to get Mark back. 


Last February the Iowa Su- 


preme Court blocked the way, 
partly on the ground Painter 
leads a "bohemian life" and 
that he is "either an agnostic or 
atheist and has no concern for 
formal religious training," 


It is not unusual for an Ameri- 


can court to rule against par- 
ents in custody disputes. But in 
such instances the court usually 
has found that the parent is un- 
fit or has abandoned the child. 


Such is not the case here. The 


Iowa Supreme Court said in its 
unanimous decision "there is no 
suggestion in the record that 
Mr. Painter is morally unfit." 


Moreover, 
the 
court 
said 


"there is no merit in the ban. 
nister claim that Mr. Painter 
drnunently relinquished custo- 
dy. It was intended to be a tem- 
porary arrangement."

Brazilian authorities apparent- 
ly will not seek extradition of 
two Arkansans and a Texan 
who escaped last week from a 
prison in Brasilia where they 
were serving three-year sen- 
tences for smuggling. 


The U.S. Embassy here said 


Monday that the Justice Minis- 
try issued a statement saying 
it would be no use to request 
extradition since "no country 
grants extradition to one of its 
own nationals."
